MUCH TROUBLE 


Disposing . of 
Swill Matter 


Must Be Given Some At- 


tention by City. 


Not a few of the people of this city 


are experiencing no end of trouble In 
trying to dispose of swill. They com- 
plain that farmers are so busy with 
crops that they do not come into the 
city to gather the waste and tho in,at- 
ler lias sot to be looked Into by the 
board of health or some other depart- 
ment. They find no great trouble In 
the winter as'the waste can be burned 
but the case Is different In the heated 
season whentho waste requires quick 
disposal. If one has a yard, .It can be 
burled, but many have not even room 
for this. The rubbish collectors are 
under orders not to 
remove 
such 


waste and it .leaves many with tho 
germ breeding' stuff on their hands. 
Still they arc required to be careful 
lo avoid prosecution. In many cities, 
all waste of this nature Is collected 
and disposed of in tho flames of in- 
cinerators. Dover had the same diffi- 
culty until the incinerator system was 
established, and it will only bo eli- 
minated here when Portsmouth adopts 
the same method.
